Ristoryti, prime minister of Fin- 
land in which Ryti said: "The peo- 
ple of Finland rejoice very much 
that you, Mr. President, known by 
people of Finland as their cordial 
friend for decades, are again head- 
ing a movement for our distressed 
people." 


Hoover declared in response to 


questions regarding reported fric- 
tion between the Finnish fund and 
other groups that "it is a great pity 
that people will start out to poison 
the wells of human charity. 


"It is an injury to the Finnish 


people and to the American Red 


Cross." 
Hoover said. "It 
doesn't 


bother me." 


The White House disclosed today 


that President Roosevelt through 
Chairman Norman Davis of the 
Red Cross, had sought to have Hoo- 
ver become, a "sort of general man- 
ager'' of relief activities for Euro- 
pean war sufferers.

THE WAR ON THE SEA 


Despite the fact that Germany has 


made some spectacular attacks upon the 
British Navy and Merchant Marine, there 
has been no really material harm done to 
British interests on the sea. 


This is true if we are to accept at par 


the latest report to the^Commons of Win- 
ston Churchill, First Lord of the .Ad- 
miralty.

According to this report, Britain bad 


approximately 21,000,000 tons of merchant 
shopping when the war began three 
months ago.

- sorts, whether direct or by floating or 
stationary mines; is placed at 340,000 tons.

ANOTHER HIDDEN TAX 


Tobacco dealers report that after a 


temporary ^ lapse early ~this fall, when 
consumers momentarily resented the new 
cigarette tax, sales of cigarettes are nor- 
mal again. The smoking public, several 
hundred thousand men and women of Wis- 
consin without reference to their ability 
to pay, during the next two years will 
surrender a total of $6,000,000 to the state 
treasury in such minute driblets that ihey 
will hardly notice it. 


The fact that three months after the 


imposition of a 15 per cent sales tax the 
volume of sales of that commQdity should 
return to normal, the fact that the tax is 
hardly ever mentioned by the consumer 
although it is not yet 90 days old, sup- 
ports the views of those independent ^ob- 
servers who criticized the levy when it 
was introduced in the last legislature. 
It is precisely because the tax is not felt 
by the, consumers, despite its gross 'in- 
equality q£ application, that it is a dan- 
gerous tax. 


In the next two years the* cigarette 


smokers of Wisconsin are going to con- 
tribute to the state treasury an amount 
large enough' to run the University of 
Wisconsin for a year, more than enough 
to run Outagamie county for a decade, 
a total equal to 60 per cent of the yield 
of the normal income tax, a sum greater 
than the state will expend for direct re- 
lief during the next two years, and. those 
who pay it will hardly notice it. 


They will pay an amount equal to the 


total annual earnings of 5,000 Wisconsin 
average workmen, but a great proportion 
of the taxpayers won't realize they're 
paying. 


It will be another hidden tax, another 


stealthy imposition on the incomes and 
purchasing capacities of the 
people of 


Wisconsin. 


Politicians and tax spenders prefer 


hidden taxes. They choose, whenever they 
can, to make their exactions upon us as 
painless as possible, not out of consider- 
ation for us, but because their own pur- 
poses are better served thus. They know 
that when the citizenry is conscious and 
alert to the burden of governmental cost, 
that citizenry is more eager, and more 
insistent, for caution in government spend- 
ing. 


It is one of the disturbing aspects of 


Wisconsin politics that a legislature which 
coldly rejected income tax proposals be- 
cause it feared the political consequences, 
and which consistently refused to enact 
direct taxes, succeeded with little trouble 
in enacting the cigarette tax, one which 
transgresses almost every accepted rule 
and concept of fairness and science in pub- 
lic financing.

treasury reports of its yield, for the mil- 
lions are rolling in so plenteoUsly, effort- 
lessly, and they are being spent too eager- 
ly and rapidly, that we can have the 
strongest doubts that this newest assess- 
ment on our pocketbooks will ever be 
repealed.

tutions. It is up to the Republicans 
to convince the people that the dis- 
tribution of state funds under their 
regime is preferable to the system 
in effect earlier. They have formal- 
ly accepted the policy of increasing 
welfare expenditures and state aids 
to local governments, by far the 
heaviest costs in the state govern- 
ment an<i they have cut severely in 
such expenditures as payrolls, edu- 
cational and charitable institutions, 
travel expenses, etc., a secondary, 
in total cost part of the state budg- 
et.

The difficult part of their job will 
be, however, the fact that last fall

be blamed either for mceasing wel- 
fare appropriations, for every po- 
litical party in Wisconsin last fall 
was vying with the others in prom- 
ises lor old age pensions, for ex- 
ample. 
EXTRANEOUS DIVERSIONS 


The —Republican correspondent

Personal Health Talks

Perhaps they were melancholy 


days a hundred years a^o. What 
with automatic 
heat control and 


air conditioning and everything 
they are comparatively cheerful 
days now, don't you think? Well, 
then, if you still, insist they are 
melancholy you can hop in the bus 
and travel southwest 
a week 


or so, or ride the train .for two or 
three days, or fly Ifor a few hours 
and be right back in summer, any 
time. 


Even if you have to stay on the 


job all winter there is a simple way 
to keep the days from being too 
melancholy and the nights from 
being too trying thruout the win- 
ter. I refer to air conditioning. M 
an efficient system or equipment 
for the purpose is not built in your 
abode or your place of occupation, 
you can install a simple, practical, 
efficient humidifier in each or 
every room where any kind of heat- 
ing is used. This is the important 
part of air-conditioning — adding 
sufficient moisture to the air which 
becomes excessively dried out by 
any form of artificial heating. 
It is not only for physical com- 


fort and good nature that it is 
worth while. Another benefit less 
manifest unto you've had a season 
of experience with it, is the re- 
lief proper humidifying of the 
heated air brings to one with an>- 
kind of chronic respiratory trouble 
such as rhinitis, sinusitis, bron- 
chitis, laryngitis, and the increase 
in natural immunity to acute re- 
spiratory infections. 


Such humidifiers are now obtein- 
able in almost any place, or a man 
handy with tools can build his 
own. The thing consists of a metal 
box or tank with a metal top or 
cover to exclude dust but with 
ample openings at the sides for 
free passage of air. A wire frame 
supports many 'folds or loops of 
absorbent wicking or material like 
turkish toweling which hangs over 
the wire so that many loops dip 
into the water. The box or tank 
stands on radiator, register, heat- 
er or stove, and evaporates a gal- 
lon or more of water daily. When 
enough water is evaporated daily 
— as a rule fifteen or twenty gal- 
lons daily is a moderate require- 
ment in a house of average size — 
the atmosphere will be most com- 
fortable for all occupants if the 
temperature is not permitted to 
rise above 70, preferably kept be- 
tween 65 and 68 degrees F. 
Proper humidifying of arificial- 


ly heated air in dwelling, office, 
store or other building, is a def- 
inite builder of vite. Remember, 
vile means: "Preservation" of the 
characteristics of youth . . . . 
greater pep . . . more vitality . . . 
the highest degree of natural im- 
munity. . . . " 


This attention to proper humidi- 


fying, in my opinon, really does 
tend to maintain natural immunitv 
against cri (kree) — any and all 
of the Common Respiratory Infec- 
tions. by^keeping the mucous mem- 
brane lining the respiratory tract 
in a more neafly normal stale.

ly. I am asked by business '.• people 
why Mrs. Post doesn't write some- 
thing on this subject I am told that 
hundreds of letters—even wedding 
invitations and :social letters—are 
returned yearly to the post office 
because they bear no'.return ad- 
dress. Perhaps many people who 
now do not think seriously of this 
detail might realize its importance 
if you put the seal of approval on 
the return address. 


Answer: According to long es- 


tablished traditions of taste, formal 
social notes should not have ad- 
dresses of senders on the envelopes. 
However, in cases of doubt as to 
correct address, this rule may be 
waived.

Regarding other. mail, I have 


written in my book "Etiquette the 
Blue Book of Social Usage": "Busi- 
ness letters should have the ad- 
dresses of their senders 
clearly 


printed so that in case the letter 
is not delivered it may be returned 
without delay. But when we write 
personal letters to our friends it is 
scarcely necessary to notify them, 
on the outside of the envelope, of 
our full name and address. In fact, 
there are times when the address 
of the sender on an envelope is 
embarrassing and even improper. A 
young woman, let us say, writes a 
man and every one in his fraternity 
house, or his club, or his office 
knows that his letter is from Miss 
Laura Lovely . . .

Accuracy is a 


skill, and accuracy can become a 
habit and develop into a positive 
affection for truth in all things, 
for thoroughness in all ways: and 
these are two essential qualities 
of good character. There may be 
no space for them in the report 
blanks, but there is plenty of re- 
gard for them in the world. 


Teach a pupil to go over 
his 


work carefully, check it twice, 
looking for errors, not agreement. 
Teach them to prove their work 
and to test it's accuracy, and when 
they have learned this lesson they 
have achieved power and a qual- 
ity of intelligence beyond price. 
And that will improve all - other 
work they touch. 


This improvement does not im- 


ply an acquirement of talents. A 
child who is markedly poor in 
certain subjects is likely to be 
mediocre in

consistently.

gives the ball greater rebound, 
thus 
relieving 
under-the-basket 


congestion, and it makes the basket 
more visible to spectators. 


Cox predicted the new board, or 


one similar to it. will be approved 
by the committee for use in the 
1940-41 season. 


At its 1939 meeting the commit- 


tee agreed there was waste space 
on the traditional four feet by six 
feet backboard and that this waste 
was a detriment It proposed ex- 
periments be made to, determine 
the best type of board. 


Much Less Surface 


Coach Cox installed two aux- 


iliary convex boards, with curved 
' instead of the traditional square 
sides and top, at Colorado Univer- 
sity. 
The boards have approxi- 


mately 300 square inches less sur- 
face than the 4x6 boards. 


Cox 
used 
them at 
coaching 


schools this year at Boulder and 
at Utah State, The class in Utah 
voted 60 to 3 for them and at Boul- 
der 17 to 7. 


"Combined with the rule allow- 


ing the extension of the end zones 
to four feet behind the board, in- 
stead of two feet, the new convex, 
rounded board makes it possible* 
to'score a basket from about 12 Jeet 
to either side of .the board," says 
Cox. 


"With the square board it is bare- 


ly possible to shoot at the basket. 
on the end zone line, from about 25 


feet to either side, or at about the 
side line. 


"For bank shots from in front 


of the backboard, this new board 
increases the scoring zone by 720 
square feet, figuring the ball" con- 
tacts the board three inches inside 
the edge. 


"The visibility for spectators is 


increased because of the elimina- 
tion of the unused area." 


Besides having rounded corners 


and being convex, the new board 
differs from the old one in method 
of mounting. The basket on the 
board is almost at the extreme bot- 
tom, 
instead of 12 inches up from 


the bottom 
The new basket at 


Colorado University is 
mounted 


much more rigidly on the back- 
board than are the older types' 
and the board itself is much more 
rigid. 


"It is necessary to alter your 


shooting technique on this new 
board but you soott get used to it," 
says Jack Harvey, all-conference 
center and sharpshooter. "It's a bis 
improvement over the old board" 


The new board has been in- 


stalled at several other universi- 
ties throughout "the nation. It won't 
be used lor any Big Seven confer-

WHY THE BEAR POPULATION 


IS INCREASING - 


By Sig Olson 
T 


HE problem of protecting most 
of our wild life, particularly 
our American big game, is a 


difficult one with most animals, but 
the black bears seem to be able to 
do pretty well on their own. 


The impression the 
uninitiated 


have of a bear is one of a clumsy, 
slow, rather stupid giant, 
which 


should be an easy target for a 
marksman, with any reasonable de- 
gree of skill This is far from the 
mark as a bear is one of the fast- 
est moving wild animals on this 
continent when he takes the no- 
tion to turn on the gas and can keep 
up with a thoroughbred race horse 
for a short distance. 


The bear is also a very sly ani- 


mal and I rate him about the hard- 
est to approach of the entire ani- 
mal kingdom in this country. There 
are many relatively settled sections 
of Wisconsin, Michigan, and Minne- 
sota where bear are plentiful, and 
yet lew ever see them. The veteran 
hunters and trappers are baffled by 
the clever bears. 


A bear may frequent a certain 


neighborhood, probably a garbage 
dump back in the woods, almost 
nightly, and yet watch as they will 
even the most skilled will sel- 
dom see the animal. He may be 
heard in his peringrinations but 
seeing- him is a different matter. 


I have known hunters, 
before 


there was a closed season on bear, 
to put out a tasty mound of honey 
lo entice a bear to come visiting. 
The hunters would lie in wait care- 
fully concealed and in the right di- 
rection from the the honey as iar 
as wind was concerned and yet no 
bear would come around. Thev 
would leave the honey for a short 
time and when they came back to 
watch some more would find that 
the bear had been ahead of them 
and made off with the delicacy. 


After many years in the woods 


during which I saw only numerous 
traces of where bears had uproot 
ed stumps, dug up sand mounds o: 
anthills, and gone through berry 
patches with zeal, I finally ran in 
to seven bears in one summer sea- 
son. 
It was a mere matter of luck, 


and on every occasion but one 
i 


was driving rather speedily down a 
seldom traveled road when I came 
upon Mr. Bruin crossing to some 
destination.

Long Term Procram 


This is the third step in the im- 


provement program which Presi- 
dent Thomas N. Barrows and other 
Lawrence college officials are hop- 
ing to have completed within 10 
years. 


The first step was the construc- 


tion of the six concrete tennis courts 
which were ready for use last 
year, and the second was the girl's 
athletic field, which was begun last 
spring and which will be ready for 
use next fall It is situated along 
the river in back of Science and 
Ormsby halls. 


The proposed building changes 


announced 
by President Barrows 


call for the construction of a new 
dormitory, the remodelling of the 
present ones, changing Main hall 
into an administration building the 
enlargement of the library stacks, 
the construction of a new student 
union building, and a fine arts cen- 
ter. 


Main hall, the oldest campus 


building and the meeting place for 
classes for nearly one hundred 
years, will be remodelled to house 
the administration offices and to 
center the museum collection. 


The library will be enlarged by 


building 
additional stack 
space 


toward Lawe street, and the vacat- 
ed administration offices will pro- 
vide much-needed reading and con- 
ference rooms. Around the present 
library building a new building 
will 
be 
constructed. 
In 
this 


building classes will be held and 
professors will have their offices, 
sn arrangement which will reduce 


the number of-classrooms now' re- 
quired. 


Present dormitory" accommoda- 


tions wiU.be shifted, with men liv- 
ing at Sage nail to put them' closer 
to the gym and all women residing at 
Brokaw,'Ormsby, and a new dormi- 
tory or. the west side of the campus. 


Plans also call for a landscaped 


women's campus, separated'from 
the city by a Vail, which will close 
cff the end of Lawrence street. 


The old gymnasium and perhaps 


the observatory will be torn down 
to make room for a new student 
union building, with a women's gym 
floor to be used for dances and re- 
ceptions, Fan-Hellenic suites, cof- 
fee shop, offices for student or- 
ganizations and publications, loung- 
es and conference rooms. 


It is also,proposed that a new ' 


fine arts building be constructed »on 
the block just south of the library. 
This building would consist of

campus will be one of unification. 
The college will be located^ on an 
unbroken piece of propertv between

ngs. By changing the men and 
women's dormitories the advantages 
wiU be gained of putting the men 
ogether on one end of the campus 
and the women at the other, each 
ycated nearer their distinctive ac- 
tivities.

Going 
round and round over the ocean or 
over the land, they have tested their 
plane's power to keep running.

sible only because a fresh supply of 
.fuel can be obtained from time to 
time Usually the gasoline is obtain-

the best fuel for airplanes. As to the 
future, we cannot say what will be 
the best fueL Perhaps scientists will 
discover some fuel or power many 
times as good as gasoline.
